Maximum depth - 14 feet 12 feet - 60°F

Principal fisheries: Largemouth bass, yellow

perch, and chain pickerel

Uncharacteristic of ponds in York County

the shoreline surrounding Alewife Pond remains

undeveloped, except for the presence of a
single camp near the outlet. This shallow
weedy pond provides excellent habitat for

listed principal fisheries and offers a truly
unique "wilderness" fishing experience in one
of Maine's most densely populated counties.

Although a small band of cool water
occurs on the bottom of Alewife Pond, this

area is deficient in oxygen during the late
summer months. Competition from warm water
